Under  t h e  p r o v i s i o n s  

of KRS 278.020(3), n o  u t i l i t y  inay apply f o r  a f r a n c h i s e  froin a n y  

I g o v e r n m e n t a l  a g e n c y  u n t i l  i t  h a s  o b t a i n e d  a c e r t i f i c a t e  of 

convenience and necessity froin this Coirunission based on our 

f i n d i n g  t h a t  t h e r e  is a n e e d  a n d  demand for t h e  s e r v i c e s  s o u g h t  t o  

be r e n d e r e d .  

T h e  Coirunission f i n d s  t h a t  t h e r e  is a n e e d  a n d  demand for 

electric service i n  t h e  above m e n t i o n e d  c i t y .  S i n c e  t h e  

Corrunission's a u t h o r i t y  i n  s u c h  matters is l i m i t e d  b y  s t a t u t e  to  

f i n d i n g  o n l y  whethe; there is a n e e d  a n d  demand for t h e  s e r v i c e  

s o u g h t  t o  be r e n d e r e d ,  n o  f i n d i n g  or d e t e n n i n a t i o n  is made as t o  

t h e  v a l i d i t y  of a n y  of t h e  p r o v i s i o n s  o f  t h e  f r a n c h i s e  o f f e r e d  by 

s a i d  c i t y  or t h e  manner  i n  w h i c h  a n y  f r a n c h i s e  fee is to  be 

treated for r a t e  p u r p o s e s .

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. Kentucky Power be and it hereby is granted a certificate 

of convenience and necessity which authorizes it to bid on an 

electric franchise in the city of Jenkins, Kentucky. 

2. Kentucky Power, if it becomes the successful bidder, 

shall file with this Coirunission copies of the said franchise. 

3. This Order shall not be construed as granting a 

certificate of convenience and necessity to construct utility 

facilities in said city.
